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MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW.

EXUESSIVE BUTTER St'PPLIES. 


FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Business in the provision trade generally 
has been somewhat subdued throughout the 
week, and it cannot be said there have been 
any very marked fluctuations in prices of 
any commodity since previous week. The 
Danish official quotation has been wired 
unchanged, and “' top ” again stands at 250 
kroner per 100 kilos; at the corresponding 
period last year the figure was 230 kroner, 
and in 1929 316 kroner. Owing to the varia- 
tion in rates of exchange spot prices for 
Danish, Swedish and Finnish showed a re- 
duction of around 6s. per cwt., and the 
position of Colonial can by no means be de- 
scribed as strong. Fairly substantial ar- 
rivals of Colonial butter are expected in the 
near future, and although rain is still re- 
quired in certain parts of Australia, it is 
stated that production of butter in that 
country during the first three months of the 
new season (July-September) constitutes a 
record, and New Zealand receipts into store 
are also running well in excess of the 1930 
figures. Reports indicate that prospects for 
production in the Argentine are very favour- 
able, although shipments continue under 
last year’s level. The small weekly shipments 
of butter from Canada are tending to de- 


cline. 
BACON STILL RISING. 

Smaller killings of bacon pigs are re- 
ported from the Continent, the total being 
169,144, against 197,207 in the previous week. 
A rather better tone is reported for both 
Irish and Continental cures, buyers show- 
ing more inclination to operate at present 
low prices. At the weekly meeting of the 
Bacon Committee it was decided to advance 
the price of Danish and Swedish 1s, and 
Dutch and Polish 2s. per cwt., but no 
change wag recorded in Irish either in the 
North or South of England. There is cer- 
tainly a feeling of greater confidence in the 
market, but it cannot be said that there ap- 
pear to be any prospects of any sharp up- 
ward ‘movement of prices in the near future. 
ren to reports from Denmark the low 
prices ru ing for bacon during the last few 
months have been caused by over-supplying 
the British market, and the factories are 
determined, in consequence, to make efforts 
to cultivate other markets. Accordingly, 
three factories have made a start, and have 
made a joint effort in establishing 
a smoking, curing and preserving factory. 
This factory has been at work producing 
canned goods for several weeks, and prove 
a decided success, and orders are stated to 
be coming in for more goods than the factory 
with its present capacity can produce. A brisk 
demand is reported for new-laid eggs gener- 
ally. Available supplies of Irish are insuffi- 
cient for the demand, and values continue 
nominal in consequence. 

CATTLE TRADE QUIET. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day home-fed and Irish fat cattle were penned 
in large numbers, but sheep and lambs were 
in smaller supply. A quiet trade was experi- 
enced for fat cattle at easier prices, but = le 
and lambs generally ruled firm. Irish dairy 
cows were offered in rather smaller numbers, 
and a fair clearance was effected at full rates. 
At the Manchester Pig Market a fairly good 
trade was reported for good cutters and 
sizeable baconers, which ruled steady, but 
heavy pigs and sows were in very slow re- 
quest. Business at the Manchester Dead 
Meat Market continues on the quiet side, but 
there was a rather better feeling to note 
towards the close, and prices showed a 
steadier tendency. 

Dead poultry in moderate supply, and 
demand generally rules quiet. Pheasants are 
offering in larger quantity at very reasonable 
prices.

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LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


During the past week six steamers landed 
cattle and fresh meat at Liverpool from tha 
various overseas ports, with freights as fol- 
lows:—E] Paraguayo, from Buenos Ayres, 
with 33,993 sheep and lamb carcases, 1,675 
cases and 105 carcases of pork, 50 sides of 
veal, 3,792 bags of meat and 29.361 quarters 
of beef; the Concordia, from Quebec, with 
525 cattle; the Adriatic, from New York, with 
739 boxes of pork and 577 boxes of meat; tha 
Port Auckland, from Australia, with 6,013 
sheep and lamb carcases, 272 carcases of pork 
and 161 bags of meat; the Montclare, from 
Montreal, with 235 boxes of meat; and the 
Manchester Brigade, from Montreal, with 391 
cattle—making a total of 916 cattle, 40,006 
sheep and lamb carcases, 2,414 cases and 373 
carcases of pork, 50 sides of veal, 4,765 bags, 
etc., of meat and 29.361 quarters of beef. 
Compared with the arrivals of the preceding 
week, these figures show an increase of 551 
cattle and 438 cases and 343 carcases of pork, 
and a decrease of 45,382 sheep and lamh car- 
cases, 1,601 bags, etc., of meat aud 10,079 
quarters of heef.

Cowries in Ireland

Chanksgiving Day. 


In celebration of ‘‘ Thanksgiving Day” 
the American Minister to the Free 
State and Mrs. Sterling will be at home 
on the afternoon of Thursday, November 
26th, to all American citizens who may be 
in Dublin or its vicinity at that time. 

‘Thanksgiving Day ” in the United 
States is a national holiday, falling on the 
last Thursday in November, and it is 
annually set apart for thanksgiving by a 
special proclamation of the President of 
the United States and of the Governors of 
the various States. The day is observed 
with religious Services in the churches, 
and is an occasion for family reunions, 
in which thanks are offered to God for the 
blessings and benefits of the year. 

It dates from the time of the Pilgrims 
who landed from the Mayflower on 
Plymouth Rock, in December, 1620. 
During the first months they had a 
desperately hard struggle for existence, 
and immediately after their first harvest, 
in 1621, they set apart a day for thanks- 
giving. In the ensuing years the Pilgrims 
and those who came after them kept up 
the custom, setting apart varying days for 
thanksgiving. Finally, President Abraham 
Lincoln, in 1864, made of “ Thanksgiving 
Day ” a national holiday, setting apart for 
that purpose the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber. Succeeding Presidents have followed 
his example. 

In the United States, turkey, with cran- 
berry sauce and candied sweet potatoes, 
has become the traditional dish for 
Thanksgiving Day dinner. The custom is 
said to owe its origin to the fact that the 
Pilgrims, during their first winter at 
Plymouth, would have died of starvation 
had they not been able to shoot the 
numerous wild turkeys of the neighbour- 
hood. How cranberry sauce and candied 
sweet potatoes came to be added to the 
dish is not recorded.

Little did I think when I printed a 
correspondent’s remarks on cowries in Ire 
land a week ago that I was about to cail 
down a positive cloudburst of ex postula- 
tion. The paragraph hinted that there 
was only one Irish. beach where cowries 
could be found—at Myrtleville, in County 
Cork. Now, I have received at least ten 
protesting letters, every one of which 
assures me that Ireland is almost sur- 
rounded by similar beaches. One corres- 
pondent instances Kilboy Strand, on 
Sheephaven Bay; Manin Bay, in County 
Galway, and a little strand on Kenmare 
tiver. A second instances Sutton Strand.

An Ambitious Production. 


According to the critics, “ Cavalcade,”’ 
by Mr. Noel Coward, must be the most 
ambitious production of the century. The

The weird stories of necromancy which 
recently filtered through from Finland 
must have come as a rude shock to those 
people who are comfortable in the belief 
that witchcraft is dead. Human supersti-

magic are practised on a very considerable 
scale in Europe to-day. Nearly every day, 
I am informed by a friend of mine resident 
in France, a case comes up in the courts 
against some old crone who is accused of 
making a neighbour’s milk turn sour, 
bringing misfortune on a family, or throw- 
ing an evil spell on the cattle. This is, of 
course, the old belief in the cult of the 
“evil eye,” which still holds sway in parts 
of Ireland. Satanism is also practised to 
some extent in France, the most ular 
rendezvous of the votaries of the Evi One 
being the forest of Fontainebleau, Here, it 
is said, mystic rites are started every night 
as soon as a distant village clock strikes 
midnight. A circle is drawn, in which 
those invoking Satanic aid gather on their 
knees after making cabalistic signs on the 
ground. Bowls of incense are lighted, and 
the leader invokes the evil spirits. The 
formule and incantations, it is said, have 
been handed down by word of mouth from 
one generation to another without any 
vital change; and the object of their em- 
ployment in nearly every case is to bring 
misfortune upon an enemy’s property. 
Common belief has it that the sorcerers 
themselves often fall victims to their own 
wiles; for, if the spell fails to touch the 
person aimed at, it rebounds against the 
person by whom it was launched. 


Passion Fruit. 


Usually at this season of the year the 
market is stocked with an abundance of 
imported fruit. This year there is in- 
cluded in the usual flood of apples, 
oranges, lemons, peaches, plums, bananas 
and other fruit which comes pouring in 
from overseas an unusually large consign. 
ment of passion fruit. This fruit, a 
s~ecimen of which I tasted yesterday, is 
at present abundant, and a large box of 
three dozen may be bought for the ex- 
penditure of a few shillings. The portion 
of the fruit usually eaten is the fleshy 
aril attached to the seeds and the juicy 
pulp in which these are embedded, the 
taste varying from a pleasant to a 
mawkish flavour. Its present abundance 
is something of a mystery, since it does 
not carry well, although picked and 
racked green in the Antipodes. It usually 
ripens within a few days, and, if stored 
in a refrigerator, mildews easily. The 
genus Passifloracee consists of over 


The name 
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two hundred species of the flower, most of 
which are natives of tropical America. 
under which the fruit are 
commonly described is granadilla, the 
large granadilla (passiflora quadrangu. 
laris), being a well-known West Indian 
fruit. Other edible fruits of the various 
passion flowers are the West Indian water 
lemon and the conch apple, or sweet 
calabash. The fruit at present on sale 
in this country is, however, I am told, 
of the species “ macrocarpa,’’ specimens 
of which weighing as much as eight 
pounds have been grown in Australia.

On.a specially-erected platform nestling 
under a shading belt of trees at the North 
side of the Royal Hibernian Schools, Phenix 
Park, the Mass choir, numbering about four 
hundred male voices from the Dublin City 
churches, carried out an interesting series of 
experiments yesterday in preparation for the 
Eucharistic Congress Mass, which is to be 
celebrated on this site next summer.

MEMORIAL WINDOW 
UNVEILED. 


BEAUTIFUL stained glass window, 
A erected to the memory of the Rev. 
by the Archbishop of Dublin in St. Saviour’s 
Church, Arklow, yesterday morning. 

The Rev. Mr. Harrison, who for over forts 
years was curate of the parish, was held ‘n 
high esteem by parishioners and friends, and 
his death in March, 1930, was widely ve- 
gretted. 

The window, which shows a figure of St. 
Barnabas, is executed in beautiful colourings. 
It was made by Méssrs. Clavton and Bell, 
London. The act of dedication was per- 
formed by the Archbishop during Morning 
Service, and as the purple covering fell away 
appropriate prayers were recited. The special 
anthem, ‘‘ What are these? ”’ (Stainer), was 
sung with effect by the choir, with Miss 
Constance Archer at the organ. The Lessons 
for the day were read by the Rev. William 
Carroll, M.A., the Rector of the parish. 


ARCHBISHOP’S SERMON. 


The life-long devotion by the late Rev. 
Mr. Harrison to his work in the ministry 
was described in very appreciative terms by 
Dr. Gregg in his sermon. It was in 
light of thoughts concerning living and dying 
that they had dedicated the memorial; for, 
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Tue Late Rev. J. W. Harrison, 


as Christians, life on earth was not merely 
a path to the grave—it was the first stage 
of a continuous and everlasting walk with 
God, and, in the light of that, dying, so 
far, at any rate, as our thoughts about it went, 
was not a thing of darkness, but a stepping 
out into the light. 

“Death is not one of those subjects we 
prefer not to speak of,” said Dr. Gregg. 
‘The dead in Christ are not lost—they are 
still ours in the mystical Body of Christ, 
who is Life. They are still of our company. 
They are separated from our sight, but we 
are glad to remind ourselves of them by such 
memorials. 

“For forty-one years (from 1889 to 1930) 
John William Harrison ministered Christ's 
word and Sacraments in this town under 
successive incumbents. Transparent sincerity 
and resolute courage marked his life. Sense 
of duty, and not desire for popularity, dic- 
tated his action; yet it would be true to say 
that he was popular in the sense that he was 
widely loved and equally widely respected. 

“A man of simple piety, who walked 
humbly with his God, he felt it was his duty 
to bear witness to the faith that was in him, 
and his obedience to what he felt to be the 
clear call of duty led him into positions of 
painful difficulty and publicity ; nar he never 
wavered. Self seemed to be the last thing he 
considered. 

a many of you such knowledge of the 
things of God as you have came through 
him, and his name is remembered by you all 
with respectful love. This memorial in ‘this 
church will serve to keep his name before the 
minds of those who come after, but his true 
memorial is in the lives and characters of 
those whom he taught to be faithful fol. 
lowers of his Master, Christ.” '

Bohemian Girl,” the preatest of his inany 
operatic successes, was produced in

It was afterwards one in 
many parts of Europe, in German, Italian 
and French versions, and remains to this 
day as popular as ever. Balfe’s gift of 
simple melody and a confident knowledge 
of vocal effect, gained in his own ex- 
perience as a singer, make it a classic 
of its kind. The story, modelled on 
Cervantes’ ‘‘ Preciosa,’ is briefly this.

The 
gipsies carry off the child Arline 
(soprano), who grows up to become the 
Bohemian girl of the title. She and 
Thaddeus love one another, and. despite 
the wiles of the gipsy Queen, who has 
also lost her heart to Thaddeus. are 
happily united at last.

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TOURIST HARVEST OF THE SOUTH 


From Ovr Specrart CORRESPONDENT, 


CORK, Sunday. 
HE “ sweep,’? of course, was the one 


topic of conversation last week, and 
every telegram was a dream come true— 
until opened. On the first morning of the 
draw two Corkmen in neighbouring streets 
got prizes in quick succession, and there- 
after the appearance of any telegram boy 
in that district was a signal for frenzied 
excitement. It was curious, indeed, to 
notice how good fortune seemed to confine 
itself to one place; of the seven prizes 
won in Cork only one went north of the 
river, while four on the south side were 
within a radius of a mile from each other. 
[In Limerick, also, three prize-winners were 
found in the same street. 

For good or evil, there can be no doubt 


| that the sweepstakes are getting a firmer 


hold on the people here. The amount 
subscribed at the Cork offices (which must 
nearly all have been local money) is stated 
to have been £100,000, and to have far 
exceeded the sum taken in any previous 
sweep In any case, Munster has had 
value for its outlay; for a large number 
of southern people drew horses or cash 
prizes. 


TOURIST SEASON PROSPECTS. 


Even without the Irish Fair as an attrac- 
tion, next summer is bound to be a wonder- 
ful one for the South as far as tourists are 
concerned. Those who have come from 
overseas to visit the Eucharistic Congress 
are not likely to leave without seeing 
something of the rest of the country, and 
Limerick, indeed, is thinking of providing 
special attractions in order to draw some 
of the crowd. 

Cork has always served asa “ jumping- 
off ground ”’ for tourists in the S yuth, and 
for this reason alone would receive a great 
number of guests. The city at present, 
however, is quite unprepared to receive 


| them, and the problem of accommodation 


Is causing great uneasiness to those con- 
cerned. 

In the first place, Cork is not well pro- 
vided with hotels, and the total amount of 
spare room at that time of the year would 
certainly not be more than 300 beds. or 
so—a quite inadequate supply. No doubt. 
a certain amount of accommodation could 
be found in the various lodging-houses in 
the city, and private householders could 
also be asked to co-operate. Before this 
could be arranged, however, an exhaustive 
census would be needed, and the Tourist 
Association in Cork has not sufficient staff 
to carry this out. 

It is understood that the Congress 
authorities in Dublin have been a p- 
proached for help, but they take the view 
that a census in Cork is no part of their 
work, and that they are only concerned 
with providing for their guests as long as 
they remain in Dublin. 


AID FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


Unemployment is still very bad in Cork, 
and its seriousnc-3 can be judged by the

HERE was a large and representative 
"T attendance from the County Tipperary 

at a meeting which was held in Con- 
fraternity Hall, Thurles, this evening, called 
for the purpose of launching the new organi- 
sation, ‘The People of the Land.” The 
Rev. J. M. Hayes, C.C., Castleiney, Temple- 
more, one of the principal promoters of the 
new movement, Mh sir 1 

The Rev. Father Hayes said that in their 
ideals they did not mean to eliminate class 
distinction in the Socialistic sense, but rather 
to make everyone realise that each had his 
place in the social organisation, and that all 
were necessary for each one, and that each 
one was necessary for all. They must make 
:cligion the foundation of all their work, and 
use their Christian moral code as the standard 
of all their actions. The brutal capitalistic 
system was the outcome of greed. and, as a 
so-called antidote Communism was an appeal 
to the same base motive. The machine age, 
tle capitalist age, and the Communist age 
had all failed, and America to-day was proof 
of these assertions. Her people were degraded 
to the level of savagery. Their politicians in 
Ireland seemed to forget that this was a 
Catholic nation, but they should be made 
realise that fact. Under the influence of 
ihe new organisation the people would no 
longer hear of-class war. The community 
of imterests was going to be the principal 
plank in their programme. 

IN BELGIUM. 

Having traced the history of the movement 
in Belgium, which today embraces 200,000 
members, the Chairman said that among the 
objects of ‘** The People of the Land” 
were the establishment of a _ better 
banking svstem, reform of the legal 
service in the sense of settling disputes by 
arbitration; the working for the religious, 
social and agricultural welfare of the com- 
munity. Mere, sordid, selfishness, which 
was the disgrace and the great crime of to- 
day, would, in the new organisation, be 
opposed by the kind and forcible hand of 
Christian moderation. 

The Very Rev. Canon Nolan, P.P., urged 
that while the organisation was non-political, 
it should urge on the Government that in 
the giving of grants for relief of unemploy- 
ment, there should be no impossible stipula- 
tions embodied in the conditions 

Mr. W. J. ssuleahy said that as an em- 
ployer he found the worker always was a 
good fellow if he was fairly treated, but it 
was impossible for the employer to be gene- 
rous without an adequate measure of protec- 
tion. He did not think it was possible to 
prevent the spirit of discontent and Com- 
munism growing while an economic policy 
existed, which debarred the farmer and the 
industrialist of the right profitably to pro- 
duce his own goods. 

Mr. 1. Maher, Chairman, North Tippe-. 
rary County Council, promised support for 
the movement on behalf of the Council. 

The Rev. Chairman said that Dr. Harty, 
Archbishop of Cashel, had sent his bless- 
ing to the movement, and trusted it would 
realise its ideals,

SCIENCE'S PART IN CRIME AND 
DETECTION. 


‘Science and Crime.” was the subject 
chosen by Mr. F. R. Cleary, B.Sc. (Auditor), 
for tits inaugural address, which he delivered 
at a meeting of the Technical Students’ 
Literary and ‘Debating Society in Dublin on 
Saturday night. Mr. L. E. O'Connell, B.A., 
presided. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Cleary 
with the detection and capture of 
criminals. and the use of photography im 
identification He pointed out that it was 
ir 1858 that the first attempts at utilising 
finger prints for identification were made in 
Europe, by Sir Wilham Herschel. Having 
descrtted the procedure of taking finger 
prints, he went on to Say that handwriting 
same within the sphere of science, and 
though it usually gave some clue to identity 
it was far from perfect. Closely associated 
with torgery and writing was the perpetra- 
tion of fraud by the aid of invisible inks,

uses io which seience had been put was in 
the the adulteration of food.

The Reich’s Default. 


The Consultative Committee, which will 
be summoned under the provisions of the 
Young Plan to examine the question of 
Germany’s default, is expected to assemble 
this week. In her Note to the Bank for 
International Settlements Germany asks 
that the Committee shall take into account 
her private indebtedness, as manifested 
by her short-term obligations, in addition 
to the annuities which she must pay under 
the Young Plan. The conditional portion 
of these annuities, which will fall due 
next July, she frankly admits that she 
cannot pay. Her insistence that her 
indebtedness, whether private or born of 
the Treaty of Versailles, shall be regarded 
by the Advisory Committee as a whole 
is opposed directly to the French attitude, 
and must be viewed as an effort to main- 
tain her position in this respect before the 
world. Actually, the problem of her short- 
term debts will be considered at a meeting 
of eleven creditor nations which the 
German Debtors’ Committee has invited 
to deliberate in Berlin. It is impossible, 
however, not to sympathise with the Reich 
Government’s anxiety that the Consulta- 
tive Committee shall take cognisance of 
every aspect of German poverty; for it is 
hard to see how the Committee can frame 
useful recommendations if, in. deference 
to France, it refuses to entertain evidence 
that must bear cogently upon the issue. 
The Consultative Committee, as its name 
suggests, has no real executive functions ; 
but its value, as a means by which the 
whole vast problem of War debts can be 
reviewed, scarcely can be exaggerated. 

From it—as we suppose and hope—a 
comprehensive international 
will emerge. fully-armed like Athene from 
the brain of Zeus, to cope with every 
point of world indebtedness. Thus it is 
important that the Consultative Com- 
mittee’s activities shall not be circum- 
scribed. When the Young Plan came

In fact, the degree 
of moderation preached is trifling, as is 
manifest from the French complaint that 
Germany has used the money lent to her 
since the War to build up her industries. 
How can Germany ever hope to pay 
reparations if her industries are not on a 
sound basis? 

The unpalatable truth is that, in spite 
of the moratorium,. Germany has been 
unable to set aside a single mark for 


reparations, either conditional or uncon- 
ditional. Furthermore, she lacks the

Northern Finance. 


A measure which will be introduced in 
the Northern Parliament during the 
that will begin to-morrow has 
inspired widespread discontent throughout 
the six counties. The North. like Britain, 
suffers from particularly high taxation, 
and the recent jncrease of income tax has 
borne hardly on most of her citizens. Now 
comes news that the Government has de- 
cided on a general revaluation of property 
throughout Northern Ireland. The 
measure is based on the findings of a com- 
mittee recently appointed to examine the 
financial relations of the State and of local 
authorities, and its manifest object is to 
obtain more money from taxation—since 
the result will be to increase the taxable 
capacity of property in the North. . The 
people are naturally averse from any fresh 
burdens. According to our Northern 
Correspondent, there is a feeling that the 
Government is too punctilious in regard 
to its obligatious. Prominent people 
in increasing numbers maintain that 
Northern Ireland’s financial relation to 


session 


Great Britain. The North is entitled’ to 
raise certain revenues for her own pur- 
poses, and she must discharge various 
functions of administration at her own 
expense. Whatever surplus remains when 
the Government has discharged these 
liabilities goes to the British Treasury as 
Northern Ireland’s imperial contribution, 
and, in effect, the Northern Administra- 
tion cannot begin a financial year with a 
balance. Again, there is the difficulty 
of unemployment insurance. Northern 
Ireland has an unemployment insurance 
fund of its own, but, in consequence of a 
reciprocal agreement with Great Britain, 
she is contributing a considerable sum at 
present to the maintenance of Britain’s 
unemployed. All of Northern Ireland's 
charges, so far as they concern her Govern- 
ment, must be met out of revenue, 
since borrowing from the unemployment 
insurance fund has been abandoned; and 
that revenue, as the Ministers view it, 
must be amplified. Public opinion, on the 
other hand, holds that the better course 
would be to cut down expenditure. It 
suggests, in the first place, that Northern 
Ireland’s financial agreement with Britain 
ought to be reconsidered, and that a fixed 
sum ought to be charged as imperial con- 
tribution, in order that the North may 
make up on a good year what she loses on 
a bad year. In the second place, it would 
have the two unemployment insurance 
funds once more conjoined, as a means to 
avoid the present anomaly. Whether the 
public pressure will be sufficient to sway 
the Government towards these reforms 
remains to be seen. Sooner or later, we 
believe, they must be accomplished, and

Irish Eggs. 


The results of the first four weeks of 
Northern Ireland’s new egg-laying test for 
pullets show highly satisfactory results. 
One hundred and fifty-seven pens of six 
pullets apiece were in competition, and 
the highest average was obtained by the 
White Wyandottes, with 12.9 eggs per bird. 
The average for the whole test was 11.46 
eggs per bird, as against 10.87 for the 
corresponding period of last year. Few 
people realise the value of the poultry in- 
dustry to Ireland. The British market 
consumes: enormous quantities of eggs, 
which it buys from al] parts of the world, 
and the Free State, as well as Northern 
Ireland, is in a position to increase its 
annual output almost indefinitely. Irish 
eggs are recognised to be among the best 


-in Europe, and since the two Irish Govern- 


ments have insisted on proper grading and 
packing their sales in Great Britain have 
increased considerably. Much more can 
be done. Poultry farming is a highly 
specialised trade, which demands skill and 
trouble; but it has many advantages. 
Little capital is necessary to start a 
poultry farm on a small scale, and almost 
immediate results can be obtained. Over- 
head charges are comparatively small. 
There is an eager market both for chickens 
and for eggs, and, while prices at present 
are not very high, a substantial profit can 
be made by the man who knows his busi- 
ness. If every farmer in Ireland should 
decide to-morrow to double his number of 
hens, a very appreciable addition would be 
made to the country’s income. Most 
farmers regard poultry as a mere “ side 
line,” and many of them confine their egg 
production to the number that is required 
for their own consumption. One day the 
farmers of Ireland will realise that there is 
money in poultry. Before the industry 
can be made really profitable, however, the 
adoption of scientific methods is essential. 
Both the Irish Governments are doing good 
work in this respect, and their educational 
efforts already have borne good fruit.

Children’s Playgrounds. 


Mr. Mulcahy has promised that the 
Free States Housing Bill will be 
succeeded- and perfected by a _ town- 
planning bill. When both measures are 
law, it can be assumed that the problem 
of accommodation for Dublin’s poor will 
be solved so far as the wit of a Govern- 
ment can solve it. In the reorganisation 
of Dublin that will follow these measures 
we could call the Government’s attention 
to one vital need. That is the need of 
facilities for recreation for all classes of 
the community, but especially for 
children. At present the lack of such 
facilities involves constant danger. There 
is the risk of fatal accidents among 
children who have no playground save the 
public streets ; and there is the permanent 
risk of ill-health. The same menaces 
confront children in most English cities, 
and Mr. J. Murray Easton has brought 
them once again to the notice of his 
countrymen. He points out that children 
in the industrial areas of Northern 
England and the Midlands suffer under a 
lamentable Mail through lack of 
facilities for play, and urges the example 
of Germany. ‘It is in the convenience, 
order and seemliness of its playgrounds,”’ 
he says, ‘‘ that Germany can teach us a 
lesson. Every German city has 
prepared a plan of development that in- 
cludes the provision of open spaces, play 
centres, baths. Ground is ear- 
marked for the purpose, and, if not avail- 
able at the moment, is acquired. when 
the oppértunity occurs.” How much of 
the improvement in the physique of 
German youth since the War can be 
traced to this prudence in local authorities ? 
We hope that the Free State’s Govern- 
ment and local authorities will rebuild 
Dublin with an eye to Germany’s example. 
There will be plenty of room to spare 
when the city’s unhealthy areas have got 
what they deserve.

FROM SCHUMANN TO 
WAGNER 


MENDELSSOHN’S LIGHT 
TOUCH. 


—_4—— 


T the first concert of the Dublin 
A Philharmonic Society’s fifth season, 
‘ven at the Theatre Royal on Satur- 
dav afternoon, a large audience welcomed 
Colonel Fritz Brasé on his re-appearance 4s 
conductor of the Society s orchestra. Last 
season, following severe illness, Colonel Brase 
was unable to take his usual part in the 
work of the Philharmonic. . : 
it was pleasant to see him back; and, 
in the rosy mood of approval thus brought 
on, we enjoyed a pieasant, old-fashioned, and 
unqueestionably classical programme, consist- 
ing entirely of music written in the first 
half of the nineteenth century by German 
composers—a programme that easily might 
have obtained a certificate of sobriety in the 
year 1851, unless the notorious wildness of 
Richard Wagner had caused the simple and 
serious music of the ‘‘ Lohengrin’ Prelude 
to be frowned on. 


MID-VICTORIAN. 

The 1931 audience cheerfully took on to 
itself the old-fashioned character assigned to 
it, and allowed itself to become positively 
excited by certain sonorous cadences and 
pompous ‘finales. How we should have 
delighted the Sitwells! Mid-Victorian, surely, 
was our acceptance of a ‘* Lohengrin 
Prelude performance in which the trumpet 
seemed to claim relation to a sentimental 
cornet plaving “The Heart bow d down. 


Í As to the Schumann Symphony No. 1, in 


B flat, surely even 1851 thought it quaint, 
beautiful In Saturday’s bemignant 
} eer : 
humour we pocketed our observations on its 
quaintness and enjoyed the beauties. If the 


| orchestra did not sound brilliant. Schamann’s 


reputation as the worst orchestrator that 
ever wrote a svmpheny made it natural to 
blame him. and ‘believe that Colonel Brasé 
and the orchestra were doing their best with 
weak material. 

INGENUOUS MUSIC. 

As a whole, and in detail, the Symphony 
is bovish in its character. Would even a 
normal schoolboy be so pleased as to think 
of “ Spring ’’ as the subject of a musical 
work. ur so satisfied that he had met the 
case by a few birdlike twitterings? Toere 
is nothing in music more ingenuous; the 
semphony s very beauties bear a 
simplicity. The Symphony is lovable 2 
say, ‘‘Pet Marjorie’’ is lovable, and its 
place in music is about ‘‘ Pet Marjories 
in literature. I, myself, have soft 
“ Marjocie’* and for Schumann's 
No. 1, but, O. they are quaint. 

Before the end of the concert Spring 
had passed into Midsummer. We had 
Mendelssohn's Midsummer Night's Dream 
Music’’ Overture, and three of the incidental 
nembers written by Mendelssohn at a late 
date for a production of the play. If we 
could enjoy Schumann with reservations, 
we could enjoy Mendelssohn freely. & As 
regards technique, une thinks of Schumann 
working a fat baby hand at the task of 
orchestration. whiic Mendelssohn drives 
nimble fingers with swift, sure touch along 
the staves. As to the quality of the ideas, 
it is universally acknowledged that as a 
piece of programme music the Overture has 
not been surpassed to this day. It was 
written by a master, aged seventeen. 


VIOLINS AND BRASS. 

All the orchestral music, enjoyable as it 
was, would have heen more so if the violins 
had emitted a brizhter tone, and the brass 
more refined. In the

“ Who has been responsible for sug- 
gesting an alteration now,” he asked, 
“and what influences, if any, have been 
brought to bear upon the Government to 
make such drastic changes in the whole 
basis of Northern Ireland's financial 
arrangements? This is a question to which 
I would like the Prime Minister or the 
Minister of Finance to give a definite 
answer. 


MOST INOPPORTUNE. 


“To put forward such proposals at the 
present moment is most inopportune,’’ he 
proceeded.‘‘ It is well known that the 
whole fiscal arrangements of the United 
Kingdom are in the melting pot. The 
country is definitely going off a free trade 
and on to a tariff basis, and it will be 
quite impossible for a few years for any- 
one to tell what the finances of Northern 
Ireland will be under these fiscal changes, 
which affect Northern Ireland as part of 
the ‘ fiscal and financial unit of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland.’ 

“Instead of seeking 1 eans of imposing 
additional burdens upon Northern Ire- 
land, contrary to the spirit of the arrange- 
ment made when the Northern Parliament 
was established, the Northern Government 
would be much better employed in seeking 
a re-arrangement of the imperial contribu- 
tion and of the unemployment insurance 
agreement. 


THE SURPLUS REVENUE. 


“To many business men in Northern 
Ireland,” he continued, “it never appeared 
to be a fair arrangement that the whole of 
Northern Ireland’s surplus revenue, up to 
the extent of seven million sterling, should 
be ear-marked as imperial contribution. I 
quite admit that Northern Ireland has 
never paid the whole of this amount in 
any one year, but that is not the fault of 
Northern Ireland, but is entirely due to 
the fact that the rate of taxation imposed 
by the Imperial Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the whole of the United 
Kingdom, including Northern Ireland, did 
not produce sufficient surplus. Otherwise 
it would have been paid. As a matter of 
fact, since it was established, Northern 
Ireland has paid in imperial contribution 
in the region of £24,000,000. 

“It has been pointed out that the 
British Exchequer has refunded to 
Northern Ireland considerable amounts 
towards the Unemployment Fund and for 
Government buildings, including Parlia 
ment House and the Law Courts. I will 
deal with the Unemployment Fund later, 
but with regard to the grants for Govern. 
ment buildings this was a statutory obliga- 
tion under the Government of Ireland Act. 
by which the British Exchequer undertook 
to provide the necessary buildings for the 
new Parliament. That was part of the 
inducement to Northern Ireland to accept 
a Parliament for itself, rather than remain 
at Westminster. 


UNFAIR ARRANGEMENT. 


‘‘ But with regard to the imperial con- 
tribution, as I have said, many of us con- 
sider that the present arrangement is not 
a fair one. In the first place, the limit of 
£7,000,000 per annum is too high now, in 
view of the reduction of the cost of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and other imperial 
services. Again, the Imperial Parliament 
imposes seven-tenths of the taxation in 
Northern Ireland. We have no control in 
the matter, and the surplus, whatever it 
may be, after paying the cost of Northern 
Ireland services in accordance with the 
agreed Colwyn Committee formula, 
becomes the imperial contribution. But 
if, for any reason, there is a very smal] 
surplus, or none at all, I do not think that 
it is fair that Northern Ireland should be 
called upon to make up a deficit, or pay an 
imperial contribution by raiding the Road 
Fund, as was done to the extent of 
£120,000 to balance the Jast Budget. After 
all, if we had remained in the Imperial 
Parliament, any deficit would have been 
met from the British Exchequer, to which 
we contribute jointly. 


ADJUSTMENT NECESSARY. 


The time has arrived when we should 
tell the British Treasury that an adjust- 
ment is necessary—that the British 
Treasury cannot get all the surplus 
revenue as imperial contribution in good 
revenue years, and Northern Ireland be 
made to make up the deficit in bad years. 
Otherwise Northern Ireland is being called 
upon to meet larger burdens re tively 
than Great Britain, which is incompatible 
with common sacrifices in.a system of 
fiscal unity. 

The imperial contribution should be re 
duced to a limit of five million or less, 
and when the revenue produced by 
imperial taxation does not produce suffi- 
cient, Northern Ireland should. be allowed 
a swing of five million in the opposite 
direction.

€£ | ‘HERE is no such price as 2s. 4d. per 
gallon retail for pasteurised milk 
in Dublin. Neither is there a difference of 
1s, Spd. per gallon between the price given 
to producers and the selling price. As a 
matter of fact, wholesale loose milk does 
not make more than 1s. 4d. per gallon 
when sold to retailers, while wholesale 
bottled milk makes up to 1s. 8d. per 
gallon, leaving fourpence per gallon profit 
to retailers.’’ 

This statement was made to me by a 
leading dairyman and milk distributor 
last Saturday, when I sought an answer 
to the milk suppliers’ demand of 1s. 1d. 
per gallon clear from the 1st November to 
the 50th April. 

I was permitted to inspect ledgers and 
duplicate order books, in order to prove 
that as far as the wholesale milk dis- 
tributors in Dublin are concerned there is 
no ‘‘ profiteering,’’ and that there is no 
such price as 2s. 4d. per gallon for 
pasteurised milk. From the information 
placed at my disposal, I can confirm the 
distributor’s statement, that the retail 
price of bottled milk is sixpence a quart. 


COST OF COLLECTION. 

The wholesale price of milk delivered to 
retailers in the Dublin area ranges from 
10$d. to 1s. 4d. per gallon, according to 
the distance to be travelled. While this is 
so, one of the grievances of milk sup- 
pliers, it was pointed out to me, is that 
they receive only 10d. and 104d. for milk 
collected at their farms. 

At the milk suppliers’ meeting last 
Ti ursday, remarked the dairyman whom I 
interviewed, Mr. C. M. Byrne made state 
ments which cannot be proved. In his 
reference to the price no mention was 
made of the cost of collecting milk at 
farms forty, fifty or sixty miles from 
Dublin. Neither was any mention made 
of the reduction in the volume of milk 
available for sale after pasteurisation. In 
this process it is estimated that five per 
cent. of the milk goes off in vapour, 
entailing a loss of about a penny per 
gallon. ‘‘If,’’ added the dairyman inter- 
viewed, “ we could get 1s. 8d. per gallon 
for the whole of our milk, we would be 
delighted.” 

In addition to the cost of collection there 
is the cost of bottling and other expenses. 
The milk is taken from the supplier's 
door ; he is not subjected to the annoyance 
of bringing it to the train and has no 
delivery worries. Since February last dis- 
tributors who make use of motor lorries 
have had to pay a new petrol tax, which 
alone runs into a large sum per week. 


CREAMERY MILK. 

Another distributing dairyman declared 
that he could not afford to pay 1s. 1d. per 
gallon clear, and that suppliers were 
obtaining quite a good price compared 
with what they were getting Vat the 
creamery. He stated that none of his sup- 
pliers had so far approached him for a 
higher price. He expected that, even if 
ordinary supplies were held up in an 


attempt to coerce wholesale buyers to pay 


a higher price, there would be plenty of 


milk obtainable from creameries. In his 
opinion there was no occasion to fear a 
shortage. 

Still another dairyman in a large way 
of business stated that, so far as he was 
aware, suppliers were quite satisfied, and 
the proposal made at last week s meeting 
of suppliers did not concern him. 


“NO FEAR OF SHORTAGE.”’ 

As regards any danger of a serious 
shortage of milk it is worthy of note, I 
was informed, that 50 per cent. of the 
milk consumed in Dublin and surround- 
ings is produced in the vicinity of the city. 
Dublin, therefore, can never be like Belfast 
in respect of any intended milk “war.” 
Dublin has Guinness’s Brewery and 
several distilleries that provide feeding 
for dairy cows, which produce 50 per cent. 
of the city’s milk supplv, and which are 
kept in vards within the city area. 

In Belfast. I understand, there are no 
cows allowed inside the city, and the 
people are thus dependent on supplies of 
milk from outside. Dublin can never be 
left short of milk because of the way in 
which she 1s situated. 

This is a point I was asked to emphasise 
in order to reassure consumers who may 
feel alarmed at the prospect of a struggle 
which might cause them serious incon- 
venience. 

From what I could gather on Saturday, 
it is clear that those who purchase milk 
direct from farmers are not making ex- 
cessive profits. If they were in a position 
to sell direct to consumers it might be 
possible to zive suppliers a higher price, 
but the milk is often disposed of through 
other hands at a price which does not leave 
very much of a margin.

THE LEAGUE AND 
MANCHURIA. 


— 


In a leading article, The Times ob- 
serves :—While the Japanese have taken 
control of the civil administration of Man- 
churia from Tsitsihar in the North to the 
Liaotung peninsula in the South, and have 
for the moment, at any rate, virtually estab- 
lished a protectorate, the League of Nations 
begins to-day the second week of its 
third session, devoted to the peaceful solu- 
tion of the conflict that has arisen there 
between the Government of China and 
Japan, and how important the delibera- 
tions of the next few days may be is shown 
by the sudden decision of the British 
Foreign Secretary to return to Paris on 
Saturday, although he had only just 
arrived in England, and was anxious to 
remain here a few days longer. A more 
favourable turn has, in fact, been given to 
the Paris proceedings by the Japanese 
proposal—though hedged about with many 
conditions—that a League Commission 
should investigate and report upon the 
state of affairs in situ. 


A DIFFERENCE. 


Between the sort of Commission the 
Japanese Government has in mind and 
those that usually do service for the 
League there is a considerable difference 
of character and of purpose. But the 
appointment of commissions of inquiry 
is a normal practice. of the League, 
which was successfully adopted in 
1924 in the case of the Iraq 
boundary question, and a year later in 
the dispute between Greece and Bulgaria ; 
and it was proposed in Geneva to adopt 
this course when the Manchuria dispute 
was first brought before the League by 
China in September. The Japanese 
Government then opposed the proposal. 
The fact that it has now put forward an 
analogous suggestion, and has, moreover, 
invited military attachés of foreign 
Powers in Tokyo to proceed to Manchuria, 
is at least a sign—and a very welcome 
one—of some approximation of views 
between Japan and the League. 


MORE HOPEFUL. 


A full reconsideration of the whole 
Manchurian dispute by the League after 
the receipt of the Commission’s report 
would, in fact, enable it to retrieve its 
initial error of condemning out of hand 
a State that may be in the right, because 
it had felt compelled to fire the first shot 
in what it believed to be the defence of 
its own rights and the cause of justice. 
Technically, Japan put herself in the 
wrong, but there were at least mitigating 
circumstances; and, when once these have 
been admitted by the League, it should 
be in a stronger position for helping to 
establish improved relations between the 
Far Eastern nations. Its immediate 
business is to. get an adequate commission 
of inquiry appointed.

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ANTI-DUMPING 
DUTIES. 


BELFAST LINEN 
‘TRADE HELPED. 


FREE STATE WATCHES 
HER PORTS.

N Belfast the announcement that anti- 
dumping duties of 50 per cent. ad 
valorem are to be applied to linen 
handkerchiefs and certain other classes of 
linen imports was hailed with whole- 
hearted approval on Saturday. So far as 
the order goes it is deemed highly satis- 
factory. The trade had asked for a ten 
per cent. duty on yarns and 334 per cent. 
on other goods, and are all the more 
gratified that the impost should be fixed 
at 50 per cent. ; but they are anxious to see 
it extended to other linen goods. 

Mr. Thomas Somerset, M.P., said that 
he welcomed the protection of the handker- 
chief trade, but he thought the order did 
not go far enough. A much wider range 
of protection was required by the linen 
industry. His own firm was more par- 
ticularly interested in the made-up goods 
trade, which included pillow-cases and 
other manufactured articles which were 
not included. 

Other linen manufacturers expressed 
somewhat similar views. It is generally 
believed that the duties will lead to greatly 
increased activity in the handkerchief 
trade, and that it may revive the em- 
broidery business, which at one time found 
employment for about 40,000 hands, but 
has gradually declined, until at present 
it is virtually non-existent. The inclusion 
in the order of tissues wholly or partly of 
linen is also welcomed as promising a 
fairer field for the manufacturer of 
unions, and opening up possibilities of 
development in the manufacture of goods 
partly of flax and partly of artificial silk. 

In short, the new duties are regarded as 


| excellent so far as they go, but the trade 


hopes that linen manufacturers generally 
will be included in the next order issued 
by the Board of Trade. 

“Mr. Lewis C. Gray, of the Flax Spinners’ 
Association, who was one of the deputation 
which placed the case for the industry 
before the Board of Trade, said that the 
figures they quoted were, in his opinion, 
most impressive. He gathered that the 
measure of protection now accorded is an 
instalment only, and in that light the 
trade would welcome it. 


FREE STATE’S PROBLEM. 
By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Following the publication on Saturday 
of the list of goods upon which the British 
Government have imposed a 50 per cent. 
ad valorem Customs duty with a view 
to preventing dumping, the Free State 
Government is watching the situation with 
keen interest. The probability is that 
cargoes of such goods might be diverted 
while at sea to Free State ports. The 
Government has already taken ample 
powers to deal with such a situation 

Up to the present time no orders have 
been issued. The recent legislation em- 
powers the Executive Council to issue an 
order, to take immediate effect, imposing a 
prohibitive tax on any goods which it is 
attempted to ‘‘dump.’’ A special staff of 
officials is engaged to keep watch on in- 
coming vessels and to report at once to 
Government Buildings. The necessary 
order would then be issued. 


THE STATUTE OF 
WESTMINSTER. 


PROPOSED NEW CLAUSE. 


The remaining stages of the Statute 
of Westminster Bill will be taken in the 
House of Commons to-morrow. The 
Central News Lobby Correspondent states 
that Mr. J. H. Thomas, Secretary for 
Dominion Affairs, was surprised by the 
amount of criticism passed on the bill 
in Friday last’s debate, and has been con- 
sidering it during the week-end.

SUSPECTED ASSOCIATION 
WITH SAOR EIRE. 


Detectives arrested John Burke and Sean 
Coghlan, Ballinrobe, Co. Mayo, on Thurs- 
day, and conveyed them to Castlebar Jail. 
Both were questioned at length in connec- 
tion with their alleged association with 
Saor Eire, and all letters and documents 
found at their residences were examined. 
It is ‘understood that copies of the Con- 
stitution of Saor Eire and some Cumann na 
mBhan leaflets were seized. Inquiry was 
also made regarding a meeting of Saor Eire 
held some months ago at Ballinrobe. 

Sean Coghlan was released after being 
held in custody for twenty-four hours. He 
is understood to have signed a declaration 
that he had no connection with any pro- 
scribed association, and that he was simply 
an active supporter of Fianna Fail. 

Burke refused to sign a similar declara- 
tion, and it is understood that he is being 
transferred to Galway Jail to be sent for 
trial by the Military Tribunal.

TO DUBLIN.

MAHATMA DISCUSSES FREE 
STATE’S POSITION.

MR: GANDHI is not coming to Ireland after all. : 
This news was broken to me by the Mahatma himself in an inter- 
view which he granted me this morning. 


His son, Mr. Devedas Gandhi, and another member of his party may, 
however, make a flying visit to Dublin. 


os 


Mr. Gandhi was already immersed in 
his morning’s work when I called at his 
house in Knightsbridge at. half-past nine. 
While waiting to be shown into the 
presence I chatted with the detective 
whose duty it has been to safeguard the 
Mahatma’s every movement for the last 
six weeks. 

“ How he carries on I don’t know,” the 
CID. man told me. “TI leave him at 
midnight, and call back for him at 7 
a.m., but Mr. Gandhi has always been 
up for three hours by the time I arrive.” 

I waited for nearly an hour. 

The Mahatma was entertaining a dis- 
tinguished Indian Professor and couid 
not be disturbed. 

The door opened silently, and a tall, 
homely Indian, clad in European clothes, 
glided into the room. It was Mr. Dessai, 
the Mahatma’s friend and Secretary, who 
had come to announce that I might see 
the great man for a few moments. 


CROSS-LEGGED BEFORE 
THE FIRE, 


The room I entered was an ordinary 
English drawingroom. Bright chintzes 
covered the chairs, and a cheerful, cool 
fire made the brasses which surrounded 
it twinkle, but there the commonplace 
ceased. 

Cross-lezged on a mat before the fire was 
sitting a figure swathed in voluminous 
cotton draperies. 

From these, as I approached, a lean 
brown hand came forth to greet me. I 
took it. I had shaken h-nds with the 
Mahatma. 

Immediately he spoke I felt the power 
of. the man, but there seemed something 
pathetic of this little figure on whom 
millions of Indian eyes are _ focussed 
crouching before a fire to escape the 
rigours of an English winter. 

When I asked him if we might ex 
pect to welcome him in the Free State, 
he shook his grizzled head sorrowfullv. 
'“- Alas,” he said, “I must now abandon 
all: thoughts of making the trip. The un- 
expected prolongation of the Conference 
makes it imperative for me to remain in 
London until it is ended, and then I mn-t 
return at once to India. As far as I “an 
tell I shall sail on the 4th of next month.”’ 


GREATLY DISAPPOINTED. 


His voice was low and guttral. and I 
found it hard to believe tl.at with it he 
could command the attention of a great 
audience. 

‘It is a very great disapointment for 
me, he confessed, ‘‘ that my visit to Ire- 
land cannot be arranged, for I have 
alwavs taken. a great interest in the de. 
velopment of the Free State. [Ireland's 
position is in many ways similar to that 
of India, and I feel that her emancipa- 
tion has been of great interest to every 
Indian who hopes for the emancipation 
of India.” 

When he spoke of t'~ Free State’s posi- 


tion as a Dominion, Mr. Gandhi showed 
by his hesitation that he had learnt to 
keep a close guard on his tongue. —. 

j'I cannot discuss vour Constitution In 
detail,” he said, “for I have never studied 
it closely. My feeling towards the Free 
State has always been that of sympathy 
for a sister nation in trouble. It is never 
justifiable for an outsider to make sugges- 
tions and criticisms about a country unless 
he has had personal connection with it. 
I must, therefore, feel most acutely for 
Ireland on the grounds of  fellow- 
suffering.’’ 

Miss Slade passed through the room; 
A dark, sombre woman of middle height, 
who wore in place of a hat a blue woollen 
sart, her devotion to the Mahatma was 
easy to see in the solicitous glance she 
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gave in his direction as she left the room. 
CULTURAL DEVELOPMENT. 


For a moment Mr. Gandhi spoke of 
cultural development. ‘* When a nation 
has passed through a period of tribulation 
and has suffered for a noble cause, then 
I think vou can expect to see the spiritual 
side of that nation develop. But the cause 
must be a good one, and must stand for 
progress, and not destruction.”’ | 

While Mr. Gandhi spoke I felt borne 
strongly upon me that here was a man 
who had pinned his faith to an ideal, 
who had trusted to the same idealism in 
others,.who had found it wanting. He 
turned once more to politics. 

‘The Westminster Art,” which is now 
being passed through Parliament, is a 
good one, and its object is worthy. It 
crvstalises the imcrease in freedom to the 
Dominions that is their right; but Mr. 
Churchill’s amendment to the Act*is a 
different matter. It will. if passed, cramp 
the future for India and the Free State. 

“I do not know what the political 
future of the Free State is, but I am 
convinced that nothing but resentment 
would be caused by anv curtailment of 
the rights of choice that have been ex- 
tended to other Dominions.’’ 


ROUND TABLE SILENCE. 


I asked the Mahatma for some indica- 
tion of what results the Round Table 
Conference might achieve, but the 
reticence which had been apparent once 
more sealed his lips. 

“At the moment I do not feel justified 
in making a prediction,”’ he said. 

Mr. Gandhi’s secretary approached, and 
I knew that our conversation was at an 
end. 

As I said “ Good-bre’”’ he told me again 
how sorry he was that he could not visit 
the Free State. 

He turned away, and I knew that no 
longer did I have anv existence in his 
mind. At the door I looked back at the 
brooding, contemplative figure. and felt 
that, no matter what verdict history 
might give of his merits as a politician,

REPUBLICAN RULE 
FROM MUKDEN. 


ITH the unanimous decision of the 

League Council to send a Commis- 

sion of Inquiry to Manchuria, the 

prospects of peace in the Far East seem 

to be improved, according to Reuter’s 
Correspondent in Paris. 

The situation is likely to be complicated, 
however, by the intention, learned on good 
authority in Mukden itself, that the new

He solemnly warned people in this country and in Great Britain 
against the dangers of tampering with the Treaty. 


RIGHTS AND 


OBLIGATIONS. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CHARLEVILLE, Sunday. 


RESIDENT CUSGRAVE = arrived “in 
P Charieviile to-day on his first official 
Visit to the town, and was accom- 
panied by Professor O'Sullivan, Free State 
Minister ior Education; Dr. O'Higgins, T.D., 
and General Sean MacKoin. 

They were eniertained to lunch by the 
Rev. Canon Roche, and afterwards proceeded 
lo an open-air meeting in Main street, where 
the President addressed a large crowd. . 

President Cosgrave recalled the position 
of the country ten years ago, and contrasted 
it with that of to-day. The Treaty, he said, 
was a much maligned instrument, but, 
maligned or not, it was the instrument which 
put an end to that reign of terror and gave 
to this generation the self-government denied 
for so many years to our forefathers. It 
was because the Treaty was a guarantee of 
Irish freedom that people of this country 
should not listen lightly to any proposal that 
it should be discarded. It had not at any 
time tampered development, but this realisa- 
tion had not yet dawned on the Opposition, 
and at the recent Fianna Fail Convention in 
Yublin Mr. de Valera had stated that the 
removal of the Oath would be one of the 
first acts of a Fianua Fail majority. 


A NATION’S WORD. 


- There were numbers of voters in the coun- 
try who thought that if Fianna Fail should 
get into power they would forget their 
designs on the Treaty, but it was time that 
these people woke up to the facts, for Mr. 
de Valera was deliberately laying down this 
policy as his party’s programme. Breaking 
wf a nation’s word was not a cpitrse which 
should lightly be embarked on, and in the 
iresent, case it would be all the more serious 
Man it meant deliberate destruction of 
the foundation on which the nation’s freedom 
had been establishia. The present was a 
time of grave economic disturbance, and the 
greatest nations of the world were feeling 
the pinch. Ireland, too, was feeling the 
depression, and it was at such a time, when 
ail our energies should be directed to im- 
proving our economic situation that 
it was proposed to raise a futile controversy 
with the country with which we transact 
three-fourths of our business. It was the 
same blindness as put our people to the ex- 
pense of a civil war at a time when our 
energies should have been directed to pre- 
venting European competitors from capturing 
our markets. Fianna Fail's first resolve was 
to remove the oath, end Mr. de Valera’ re- 
cently indicated that his attitude would also 
be one of non-co-operation with Britain until 
his particular whimiscalities had been carried 
out, 


MANY CONTRACTS. 


“Tet ns.” said the President, “examine 
for a moment what is implied by an attitude 
of non-co-operation with Britain. 

““ We have many contracts with that coun- 
try. Apart altogether from our political re- 
Jations, Great Britain buys by far the largest 
quantity of the products we export, which are 
mainly agricultural. We have had experience 
from time to time of the effect on our farmers 
of a temporary stoppage of our cattle trade, 
owing to outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease, 
and know what losses have been incurred by 
these temporary dislocations. . 

‘* Non-co-operation is a game that two can 
play at; it is a dangerous game because it is 
about half-way between friendship and a 
fight, with somewhat of an approach to the 
latter.” 

Continuing, the President said that at a 
time such as the present, when every supplier 
of the British market was anxiously watching 
the developments of British trade policy, it 
was sure unwise to fling down the gauntlet 
to Great Britain. If we had several com- 
petitors for our goods the position might be 
somewhat different, but he knew of no alterna- 
tive market, and neither did Fianna Fail. It 
was essential for Ireland to retain her hold 
on British markets; we had many competitors 
there, and a policy of non-co-operation would 
be a deadly blow struck at our export trade. 


THE TREATY. 


The policy of the present Government would 
continue to be complete acceptance as well of 
the obligations as of the rights implied in 
the Treaty, the economic regeneration of the 
country, and fair play for all creeds and 
classes. The Government had defended the 
Treaty against attacks from within and with- 
out the State, and if again returned to power 
would continue to do so. But while defending 
the Treaty, the Government had insisted, and 
would continue to insist, on its full rights, 
and in particular on its rights of free and full 
constitutional development. 

“It cannot be too clearly stated,” said 
Mr. Cosgrave, “that men sacrificed their 
lives because they saw in the Treaty not 
merely a pact which was to establish a final 
peace with the people of Great Britain, but 
especialiy a pact which contained in it the 
right for the Irish people to evolve towards 
the completest independence as a State of 
tie. British Commonwealth of Nations, in 
friendly co-operation with the other members 
of that group. 

“If our faith in the Treaty as a pledge 
of freedom and of peace and friendship 
with Great Pritain were shaken by the action 
of.any group of men in this country or Eng- 
land, responsibility for the consequences must 
he well and securely placed. To whittle down 
the Treaty, to lessen its implications of pro- 
gress, to use it for the purpose of establishing 
a relationship and legal restraint between our 
Pirliament and that of Great Britain would 
elange the character of tle instrument from 
being a pledge of freedom to being a symbol! 
of inferiority.”’ 

He earnestly urged all in positions of re- 
sponsibility in both countries to allow our 
people to continue following the path of peace 
and amity, and to do nothing to disturb con- 
ditions which made that possible. 

As head of the Government of this country, 
he wished to state in the most solemn manner 
that none in Ireland or Great Britain had 
any right to risk the consequences which 
must follow from an attempt to Jessen or 
destroy the implications of freedom contained 
in the Treaty, 


GENERAL ELECTION, 


Tn conclusion, he said the country was ap- 
proaching a general election. The Govern- 
ment had now been ten years in office, and 
had done their best in that time to promote 
the” country’s progress. Their works 
were there to be judged, and though 
they must _ inevitably have made 
some mistakes, they had honestly endeavoured 
to leave things better than thev found them. 
They took up the reins of office at a period 
of chaos, and had to build almost from the 
foundations. Their efforts had been decried 
and belittled, but the results were there for 
those who were not wilfully blind to see. 


NOT MANLY ENOUGH. 


Professor J. M. O’Sullivan, Free State 
Minister for Education, who afterwards spoke, 
said that the Fianna Fail Party was not 
manly enough to say openly that they had 
seen the error of their ways, but the implica- 
tion of much of their recent pronouncements 


apd attitude was that the Government was, 


right and its claims justified The electorate 
might well ask itself why there should be 2 
change to-a party which had vpenly proved 
themselves unworthy of all reliance, and 
change over from a party whose personned 
and whose policy had stood the test of 
criticism during the last nine years. 

Criticism that the rate of the Government 
policy was too slow sprung either from an 
ignorance or a forgetfulness of what the 
Government had done in every sphere cf 
political and national life. The Government's 
policy, thoroughly worked out, was intimately 
connected with the lives and needs of the 
people, and had become part and parcel of 
the life of the nation. 

But for the Constitution Amendment Act 
the menace with which this country was 
confronted a few months ago. would, in very 
quick time, have so developed that it would 
have been an excessively difficult, if not ™- 
possible, task to have saved the country. 


DICTATORSHIP RATHER 


THAN FUTILITY. 


MR. BURKE’S SPEECH AT 
TIPPERARY. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
TIPPERARY, Sunday. 


Speaking at a Cumann na nGaedheal public 
meeting in Cappawhite, to-day, Mr. Seamus 
surke, T.D., Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Free State Minister for Finance, said that 
the Free State had been given a Constitution 
which was almost fatuously liberal. '' That 
Constitution,” he said, “‘ has been abused, and 
in order to preserve its essentials it has 
become necessary for us temporarily to curtail 
its freedom. 

“A dictatorship would be a bitter pill to 
swallow, but rather than that we should go 
down in futility, rather than that once again 
our enemies could proclaim us before the 
world as a decadent, inefficient race, in 
capable of self-Government, I would say a 
hundred times let us have a dictatorship. 

“The Public Safety Act is an Act that any 
party that gets into office with a majority 
behind it can use; but henceforward no one 
can exercise the God-given right of govern- 
ment in this country, including the right of 
inflicting the death penalty, without the 
sanction of the majority of the Irish peopie 
behind them. 

“Mr. Lemass said at a meeting in 
Tipperary recently that he believed that if the 
country wes combed not more than two or 
three hundred people would be found who 
would be prepared to avow themselves as 
apostles of Communistic doctrines. 


COMMUNISTS. 


‘‘Tt matters not,” said Mr. Burke, “how 
many of those people are prepared openly to 
declare themselves Communists. We have 
proof positive that there exists in_ this 
country a highly efficient Communistic 
organisation, and along with it about a dozen 
organisations varying in their Communistic 
complexions from crimson to pale pink. Each 
one, no doubt, differs in many respects from 
the others, but all are united in their 
determination to destroy the present Govern- 
ment, and when that is achieved and the 
country has been hurled back into chaos, it 
does not take a prophet to foretell that this 
extreme section, backed by Russian money, 
by Russian guns, and by the brains of the 
Russian Secret Service—the most ruthless and 
the most efficient in the world—which would 
win through.”

SUCCESS OF PIONEER 
MOVEMENT.

KEGISLATION as a means of enforcing 

Ss temperance was criticised by the Rev. 

J. Taggart, C.C., in his address at 

the annual meeting of the Pioneer Total 

Abstinence Association in the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

“In combating intemperance,” he said. 
“there must be total abstinence, free or 
voluntary, not forced by legislation. Such 
legislation usually does more harm than good, 
as has been exemplified by the prohibition 
iaws of America, 

The Pioneer movement, he said, was con- 
cerned with the drink evil, not so much for 
yhysiological, nor even for social and domestic 
leasons, as because intemperance was an evil. 

lt was sometimes urged that the movement 
was not now necessary, because Irish people 
as a whole were sober. If they were sober 
le thanked God for the change; but even if 
Ireland were sober from the centre to the 
sea iioneers would stili be needed, for there 
would still be need for penance and repara- 
lion to the Sacred Heart for the terrible 
sins of intemperance committed in the past. 

The Rev. Father Kilmartin, Adm., Navan, 
who presided, said that there would always 
be found a great degree of spirituality in a 
parish where there was a strong branch of 
Pioueers. 


A YEAR’S GROWTH. 


Tie Rev. J. Flinn, S.J., in his annual 
report, said that the organisation was now a 
quarter of a million strong, and that fifty-one 
new centres had been affiliated during the 
vear, making a net. gain, after counting the 
few centres which had dropped away, of well 
over forty centres. By far the most impor- 
tant of the new centres was that started at 
St. Marr's Training College for women 
teachers at Belfast. Besides the addition of 
new centres membership of old centres had 
increased. 

Referring to the protest meeting held by 
the Association in Dublin last April against 
the opening of publichouses on St. Patrick’s 
Day, Father Flinn said that so far no steps 
had been taken, but the evil had not yet 
passed, and more attempts might be made. 
They must protest again. 

He reminded the audience that Matt 
Talbot was a Pioneer, and said that 'Fa lbot's 
pledge was the turning point in his life. To 
the prayer that God might deign to raise 
him to the altar, they might add the double 
prayer that two other Pioneers—Father 
Cullen and Father Willie Doyle—might one 
day join him. 

Aloysius, O.8.F.C., in moving a 
vote of thanks to Father Taggart, said that 
the priests in the North had Ea schooled to 
sacrifice. They did not get their religion as 
easily as the people in the Free State did.

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(€ HERE is no part of the country in 
T which you will not see steady signs 
of improvement. Money has been 
made available for housing and for the dis- 
tribution and improvement of land. _ The 
same course of progress will be made in 
ihe future as in the past,” said Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney, Free State Minister for 
Justice, at a meeting at Killavalla, County 
Mayo, yesterday. ; 

‘“We have managed to escape the terrible 
wave of world-wide depression in a way In 
which no other State has escaped it. That 
is because we were fortunate in making a 
magnificent financial settlement with Great 
Britain at the time of the Treaty. We were 
able to start off without a single penny of a 
national debt impeding our progress.” 

The only national debt the country had to 
face, continued the Minister, was the one 
which they had incurred when Mr. de 
Valera plunged the country into civil war. 
That was in the days vas ly he was con- 
verted to the principle of majority rule. 
Apart from that, the only national debt in- 
curred had been for the development of the 
country. The result was that not only were 
they in a secure and solvent condition as a 
nation, but they were able to keep on at 
their old rate of progress at a time when 
every other country was falling back. They 
were able to continue with improvements 
and work for the benefit of the country be- 
cause of the manner in which the resources 
of the State had been carefully looked after.

NO BORROWING,

leaving anything undone that can be done.” 
“The first duty of a Government,” con- 
tinued the Minister, ‘‘is to preserve order 
and peace. It is the only foundation on 
which any State can stand. If the gunman 
could go about with impunity, if crime could 
flourish, juries being intimidated into letting 
criminals go unpunished, there can be no 
development of any kind.” 


_ DUMPED ARMS. 

Dealing with the dumped arms, the 
Minister said that Mr. de Valera had 
promised that they would not again be used 
against fellow-Irishmen, but to fight for an 
Írish Republic. He (the Minister) was not 
sure of this. ‘‘ Who are they going to be 
used asked the Minister, ‘‘if not 
against Irishmen? ’”’ 

There was no possibility of these arms 
being used against anyone else. Two of Mr. 
de Valera’s chief lieutenants in his alleged 
government, which he now admitted was an 
illegal and immoral organisation, knew where 
the dumped arms were, because they were 
the men who dumped them. i 

My deValera now was in favour of 
majority rule by the means of the Oireachtas 
as the only legally constituted authority in 
the country. Why, then, did not he and his 
licutenants come forward and tell the Guards 
where the arms had been dumped, and the 
amount of arms that had been dumped? Mr. 
de Valera had not the courge of his convic- 
lions to say what end he had in view, and 
go iorward definitely to achiev that end.

FILM IMPORTS DECLINE 
IN BRITAIN.

A 8 is generally known, the American 

A Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 

Sciences awards statuettes each year for 
the most distinguished work in any branch of 
the film business. This year the statuette for 
the most distinguished piece of acting by a 
woman was awarded to Marie Dressler for her 
performance in ‘‘ Min and Bill,” that film of 
wharfside poverty in which her acting witn 
Noah Beery made a box-office triumph. 
Probably everyone who takes more than a 
passing interest in the films they see will 
agree with the award, as Marie Dressler is a 
superb actress whenever she is given any 
chance, Unfortunately, she is too often 
wasted upon trivialities, as are many others 
who might do fine work were they given any 
encouragement. For ‘‘ Caught Short " and 
‘* Anna Christie,’’ no less than for ‘‘ Min and 
Bill,” the old stage ‘‘ star ’’ deserves the dis- 
tinction for which the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts has now chosen her. The 
statuette for the best piece of acting by a man 
was awarded to Lione! Barrymore & his per- 
formance in “ A Free Soul.” 

According to the official returns, the im- 

rts of American films into Great Britain 

ave decreased by 13,733,590 feet for the first 
nine months of 1931, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1930. Such a marked 
decline would indicate that British films are 
beginning to secure a very firm hold in their 
home market as well as abroad. Another sign 
of the increasing strength of the industry in 
England is the report that there will be about 
a hundred full-length films produced in British 
studios next year. 

Her friends and admirers will be glad to 
know that Miss Maureen O’Sullivan, Dublin’s 
own representative in Hollywood, has been 
selected to play opposite Johnny Weismuller 
in the new “ Tarzan ” film which is soon to 
go into production. The silent ‘“ Tarzan ”’ 
thrilled audiences in all parts of the world, 
and it is confidently expected that the 
‘talkie ' version will smash all the 
“ records ’’ held by the silent series. 

‘HELD OVER.” 

Two very fine films have proven so popular 
in Dublin that they are each retained for a 
second week. At the Grafton Picture House 
the French comedy, “ Le Million,’’ has been 
attracting such attention that large numbers 
of those who desired to see it have been un- 
able to secure seats. During the coming week 
it seems desirable that those who would be 
certain of seeing the film should go as early 
as possible. ‘‘ Le Million’’ is destined to 
make screen history, because of the delicacy 
of its comedy, the brilliance of its acting, and 
the genius by which it is directed. A simple 
story of a mislaid sweepstake ticket is con- 
verted by the genius of René Clair into one of 
the most delightful musical comedies ever 
seen. There is a laugh in every inch of its 
length; so its mirth should not be missed. 
“ Le Million”’ is supported by the usual 
varied programme. 

At the Metropole Cinema ‘‘Hell’s Angels,’ 
the magnificent film of the air services in the 
Great War, which only just missed being a 
masterpiece, has been so successful that it 
holds first place in the programme for another 
week. It is agreed that all war 1s extra 
ordinarily dangerous, but war in the air, as 
shown in “ Hell’s Angels,’’ seems about the 
most hazardous occupation in which humanity 
could be engaged. A film like this makes an 
average “'thriller ” seem foolish; and even 
those who have lived dangerously will ex- 
perience those catches of the breath which 
mark the real thrill. 


CRIMINAL LURE. 

At the Theatre Royal the leading item of a 
varied programme is a gripping Gainsborough 
melodrama, “The Man They Couldn’t Arrest.’ 
Dain is an inventor who is also a cunning 
criminologist. He had invented a machine 
which permitted him to listen-in to conversa- 
tions in any place at any time, and he used 
his powers to overhear the conference of a 
notorious group of London burglars called the 
Black Pearl Gang. By anonymous postcards 
he advised Scotland Yard of a _ projected 
burglary by the t#ang, but discovers that the 
head of the Gang is actually the father of the 
girl to whom he is engaged. This man is 
found murdered, and suspicion falls upon 
Dain. “He has to take things into his own 
hands‘ with force and skill before he can prove 
his innocence to the girl and to the police. 
This is a fine film of its kind, with excellent 
scenes of London streets and some memorable 
incidents. One in which Dain breaks into the 
house of the gang-leader is one such, and that 
in which his secret laboratory is destroyed 
piecemeal is another. A Fitzpatrick ** Travel. 
ogue'' to Ceylon and a golf lesson by “Bobby 
Jones are other outstanding items in a good 
programme, 

At the Corinthian the famous Dublin actor, 
Dudley Digges, does some very fine work in 
another crime film, “ The Maltese Falcon.” 
The “‘ Falcon” is a statuette supposed to con- 
tain priceless jewels, which are sought by an 
adventuress named Wonderly and an indepen- 
dent gang of international thieves. No one 
really knows whether the venturesome lady 1s 
head of a gang or not, and Bebe Danie's does 
all that is necessary to keep everyone still 
guessing. The film is an adaptation of a nove! 
written by one who was for some years a 
member of the well-known Pinkerton detective 
force in America, so it may have some basis 
in fact. Action and counter-action follow 
quickly enough to be exciting, and there is a 
great deal of mystification, but a more 
straight-forward treatment wou!d probably 
have made a much more gripping screen story. 
Bebe Daniels and Dudley Digges are worth 
seeing.

THE OCEAN WAVE. 


How a man who dislikes the sea comes to 
adopt a sailor’s life is the theme of ** Ship- 
mates,’ the leading feature of the Savoy pro- 
gramme this week. Jonesy, who found life on 
a battleship no more to his liking than life 
on a barge, is on shore leave when he meets 
a charming girl who believed him to be a 
wealthy man. The girl’s father is the 
Admiral serving in the flagship to which Jonesy 
has been posted, and she is engaged to an 
officer of the Admiral’s staff. The discovery 
uf Jonesy’s identity brings him trouble from 
all quarters, and he decides to desert. Mean- 
while the Admiral had retired from active 
service, and chancing to meet the deserter 
they joined in an effort to save the anchored 
fleet by sinking an ammunition-barge which 
floated directly in the track of a flaming oil- 
tanker.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
FINANCE.

adopted when the Northern Parliament 
was established, lt would have prevented 
much of the difficulty which has since 
arisen. Those at the head of the Ulster 
Unionist Labour movement thought that 
Northern Ireland should have its own 
Unemployment Fund and labour depart- 
ment, with a responsible Minister, 
although it was always intended to main- 
tain tne same rates of benefits and con- 
tributions as Great Britain. It soon be- 
came apparent, however, that a mistake 
had been made in separating the Unem- 
ployment Fuimis, for the simple reason 
that the Northern Fund was set up just 
before the big slump in trade commenced, 
and before it had time to build up 
adequate resources. The surpluses in the 
good trade years during the War had 
already gone into the joint British Fund. 
Therefore the Northern Unemployment 
Fund was without hope from the start 


RE-INSURANCE. 

“To overcome this difficulty a re-insur- 
ance agreement with Great Britain was 
evolved, and it. was decided to keep both 
funds in a state of parity, with mutual 
payments from each fund in accordance 
with the rate of unemployment in each 
area. Northern Ireland, by this arrange- 
ment, had to fund the outstanding debt 
at that rate, on the Northern Unem- 
ployment Fund, amounting to £3,000,000. 
This is being liquidated at the rate of 
£100,000 for thirty years, which might 
have been avoided if the fund had re- 
mained amalgamated. There is now a 
further debt of about £2,500,000 on the 
Unemployment Fund in Northern Ireland, 
which has since accumulated. 

It was decided early this year, in the 
Northern Parliament, that no more bor- 
rowing should take place for the Unem- 


ployment Fund, aid this follows a similar 
decision in Britain. In future the needs, 
if any, of the Unemployment Fund are to 
be met by payments from revenue. The 
unemployment re-insurance agreement has 
not worked out so satisfactorily for 
Northern Ireland as was at first supposed, 
and this has been admitted by Lord 
Craigavon. This is largely due to the 
increase in the number of unemployed in 
Great Britain, which automatically re- 
duces the parity payments from Great 
Britain to the Northern Ireland Fund. 

No doubt the recent increase in contri- 
butions and reductions in benefits, to- 
gether with the removal of anomalies, will 
help the Unemployment Fund to approach 
more closely towards balancing itself, but 
there is a grave danger to the Northern 
finances in the proposal to meet future 
needs of the Unemployment Fund from 
revenue, particularly as Northern Ire- 
land, under the present interpretation of 
the Imperial contribution arrangement, 
has to make good any deficits from its 
own slender resources. 


A CLEAN SWEEP. 

“I think the time has come,” he pro- 
ceeded, “ when there ought to be a clean 
sweep of all this re-insurance arrange- 
ment, and the Northern Unemployment 
Fund should be re-amalgamated with the 
British Unemployment Fund. Not only 
the existing debt on the Northern Fund, 
but the previous three-million debt, which 
arose. from no fault of Northern Ireland, 
should be merged in the common Unem- 
ployment Fund debt. This would be a 
clear-cut arrangement, which would not 
injure the British Exchequer ; for it would 
receive a larger Imperial contribution. It 
would stabilise Northern finance and 
remove the nightmare which constantly 
overshadows the province through want of 
finality in the liability for unemployment 
insurance.

SEQUEL TO TRANSFER OF 4 
SALESMAN,

Sixty-five employés of the Russian Oil 
Products, Ltd., decided, on Saturday, that 
they would not resume work this morning 
as the result of a dispute which has arisen 
between the Irish Union of Distributive 
Workers and Clerks and the company. 

In a statement issued on Saturday even- 
ing, Mr. L. J. Duffy, general secretary to 
the union, alleged that the position of the 
workers who are members of the Irish 
unions has become unsatisfactory. ‘‘ Early 
this year,” the statement adds, ‘‘ a number 
of employés of the firm were dismissed 
without notice.’’ 

The crisis was reached last month by the 
transfer of a salesman to a district in 
Northern Ireland, where, it is alleged, his 
position was rendered impossible. His 
services were later terminated. 

A conference between the management 
of the company and the represntativs of 
the union was held at Cavendish House on 
Saturday, but it failed to bring about any 
satisfactory results, the union reporting 
that they were unable to hold out any hope 
of a settlement under existing conditions. 

Thus, from this morning, the members 
of the union involved are on strike. 

No statement has been made by the com- 
pany on the matter.

N a match which kept a crowd of about 
| 15,000 people interested right from 
beginning to end, Leinster defeated 
Munster at Lansdowne road on Saturday by 
a goal and 2 tries to nil. 

So well matched were the teams, and the 
marking and tackling so keen, that the game 
suffered somewhat as a spectacle, but it was 
a fine exhibition of the Rugh code, carried 
out by men skilled in all its ine points, and 
at once it must be said that Mr. T. Bell, 
the referee, handled it in most skilful 
fashion. The point about which most of us 
were concerned was how the two London- 
Irish centre three-quarters would acquit 
themselves. Both were appearing in Irish 
football as newcomers, and they suffered in 
that they were strangers to most of the other 
packs on the Munster side, whereas the 
Leinster lot were almost a family party, 
whose methods of play were well known to 
each other. Hodder and Coote played well, 
especially the former, but one would have 
liked to see either exploit more in the 
direction of the unorthodox instead of either 
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F. 8. 


— on direct to the wingman or kicking. 
$ was in this respect that I thought Crowe 
and McMahon superior to the London Irish- 
men, They did attempt to cut through, 
and nowadays this is the only means by 
which a centre can mancuvre for a score, 
the old idea of passing on direct to the 
wing never meeting with success 
SIDES WELL MATCHED. 

_There was very little between the opposing 
sides at any stage. The Munster forwards 
secured the ball more frequently for their 
backs in the first half, and were also slightly 
superior in the loose play, but the backs 
could not break through the stone-wall de- 
fence of the Leinster backs. There was 
about an equal number of chances of scoring 
lost in the opening half by either side, and 
it was not until a quarter of an hour from 
the end of play that Leinster began to take 
hold of the game. The forwards from this 
on began to get more of the ball, and the 
Munster men seemed to relax a bit. The 
three Leinster scores, which came in quick 
succession, were the result of good under- 
standing between backs and forwards, and 
the movement which led to the scoring of 
one of them was started by James Farrell, 
who, true to tradition, came most into 
prominence in the closing stages. 


SUPERIOR COMBINATION, 

Leinster deserved to win, but chiefly be- 
Cause the side was composed of so many 
who had played together in previous 
matches. The Murray-Davy combination 
was put to the biggest test yet, and came 
through with honours. Young Sheehan and 
his partner, W. O'Sullivan, were by no 
means outplayed; in fact both impressed 
very favourably, and againsta less formidable 
pair would, doubtless, have achieved greater 
things. Murray played one of his best games, 
and he may not have to meet many more 
skilled opponents than Sheehan during the 
season. ‘Lhe surprise of the match was 
Lightioot, whom most of us regarded as the 
one man of last season’s international three 
quarter line likely to be dropped owing to 
his lack of pace. He scored two of the 
tries, one of them by a particularly good 
individual run over a considerable distance, 
in which he badly beat his opposite, J. 
O’Connor, but the latter earlier had put in 
some fine runs. Still, O'Connor did rot play 
as well as he did when in the centre on 
the previous Saturday against Ulster. Arigho 
was unlucky im being invariably badly placed 
when he got a pass, and was also unlucky 
when on the occasion he kicked over Egan s 
head he was knocked over by the latter, and 
so prevented from following up and possibly 
scoring. 

EGAN THE BETTER FULL BACK, 

Of the full backs, Egan came through the 
test the better, and he could not, be blamed 
altogether for not getting Lightioot the time 
the latter scored, as O’Connor should have 
done this. His kicking and fielding were 
excellent, whereas Langan, who got more 
awkward kind of work to do, was not too 
sound, and was short with many of his kicks. 
McNeice did not come often into the picture, 
and had none of those chances which showed 
him up in such a good light at Cork. 

OLD FORWARDS DO BEST. 

It was strange that it was the old brigade 
of forwards who showed to greatest advan 
tage. On the Leinster side Clinch, as well as 
doing plenty of solid work in the back row 
of the scrimmage, showed a lot of his old 
genius for being wherever the ball was in 
the loose. He certainly considerably enhanced

Leinster had a chance of opening the scor- 
ing two minutes from the start, but Murray’s 
attempt at a penalty kick was a little astray, 
and after Crowe spoiled a chance by giving a 
bad pass to Lightfoot. The Munster for- 
wards were getting the ball, but close mark- 
ing by Murray, Davy, Crowe, and McMahon 
kept the opposing backs in check. Once 
Davy stopped a dangerous move by bringing 
O’Sullivan down with the ball. Leinster 


passing move was frustrated by ©’Connor 
handtrippiag Lightfoot, and a minute or ge 
later the same player intercepted a pass from 
Davy, and kicked over Langan’s head. ‘The 
Leinster full-back got back in time to save 
the situation, and soon the ball went dead 
from an attempted drop at goal by Coote.

McMahon cut through, and 
made an opening for Lightfoot, who handed 
the ball to Davy, just as he was hustled into 
touch by Egan. Davy had only to fall over 
for a try. The third Leinster try was se- 
cured by Lightfoot, who had followed a kick 
across the Fold, right away from his usual 
position, and was just in time to join in a 
passing bout, and receive a pass from Arigho, 
which sent him over far out, Murray con- 
verted a minute off time.

WILL IRELAND BEAT 
GERMANY? 


NEXT WEEK’S CONTEST 
IN DUBLIN. 


(By a SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Another Boxing International, which pro- 
mises to eclipse all that have gone before, 1s 
fixed for the Theatre Royal next Monday, 
November 30th. In recent years most of the 
countries of Europe have sent teams to 
Dublin. We have met and defeated the 
Norwegians, the Danes, the French, the 
Welsh, and the Scotch, and only a few weeks 
ago we added the Americans to our list. Only 
once has a Dublin crowd seen Ireland go 
under; that was two wore ago when Ger- 
many defeated Ireland by four bouts to two. 
It was a memorable occasion—personally I do 
not remember any tournment at which I wit- 
nessed better boxing. No doubt Ireland re- 
versed the decision of that night a few days 
later at Clonmel, but then the story did not 
end in Clonmel. 

Last year we sent a team to Germany, 
which boxed three times against the Teuton. 
Of these three tournaments Ireland won only 
the first, the Germans securing the second 
and third. The net result is that Germany 


ments. 
What are out chances this time? Nobody 
would venture to deny that the Germans have 
made wonderful strides in amateur boxing 
in recent years. After the war a great move- 
ment for universal physical culture began to 
develop in Germany. The war period proved 
to them that they were not, as a nation, as 
physically fit as they should be, and their 
ilove wisely decided to remedy this. And 
so Germany began slowly, but surely, to 
make herself felt in the world of sport. They 
have a wonderful team of boxers, against 
whom no country in Europe, with the possible 


exception of Ireland, could stand. 

Germany defeated the Americans last 
month—and defeated them ge gg by ten 
bouts to six. But Ireland also beat the 
Americans, and the meeting of the two win-

ning teams should pack the Theatre Royal. 
What the result will be would be hard to 
vuage. One thing is certain; if Ireland can 
hold her own against Germany then we have 
a straight road to Olympia in quest of world 
titles. 

I see that booking has opened for next 
Monday’s contest. It is sure to be heavy, 
and if you want a seat book at once. Many 
hundreds were turned away from the recent 
American International, and many hundreds 
will find the “house full” notice at the 
Royal for this tournament.
